A JPfcilndvlphia Hero. 


The heroism, gallantry and literary attain- 


ments of a former citizen of Philadelphia, are 
celebrated as follow* in a recent letter from 
Paris.

tho Turkish army in Asia, where after sharing 
with his Dashi-Bazouks moat disastrous chan 
ces, moving accidents and hair breadth escapes 
he was almost fatally attacked by the cholera 
which left him in euch a state that ho was 
obliged to seek recovery in France, ia still in 
Paris.

Nessin Bey, (this is tho Co- 
lonel's Turkish name.) handles the pen as well 
as the sword, like Abdel Kader, tbe warrior 
prophet, who is also in Paris, and has lately 
submitted to the Academy of Moral and Politi- 
cal Sciences quite a reinakable work on the 
various oxiating systems of religion.
